President Cleveland can blame no one 
but himself for the humiliating defeat of 
the Peckham nomination yesterday. All 
the arts of Senator Hill as an organizer 
and fighter would have been powerless to 
array Democrats against so fit a Demo- 
cratic nominee for the Supreme bench if 
Mr. Cleveland’s own conduct had not 
given him effectual aid. 

The motives which induced fifteen Demo- 
cratic Senators to join the bulk of the Re- 
publicans in rejecting such an exception- 
ally good Cleveland nomination are easy 
to discover. Mr. Cleveland had aroused 
natural resentment in the breasts of 
Democratic Senators by attempting to ride 
roughshod over their conscientious oppo- 
sition to his policy and to coerce them into 
acquiescence with his will. In addition to 
this he had made flagrant efforts to con- 
trol Senatorial votes through patronage, 
promise and pressure. 

The feeling of resentment, therefore, was 
backed by a sentiment of regard for the 
interests of the party and the honor of the 
Senate. Many Democratic Senators felt 
impelled to rebuke the President for inter- 
fering with legislative functions and at- 
tempting to establish a one-man rule in 
the Democratic party, and to save them- 
selves from the imputation of purchased 
subserviency. 

This motive of self-defense was conspic- 
uously illustrated in the case of the Mis- 
souri Senators. Whatever may have been 
their convictions with regard to the Peck- 
ham nomination, they were in a manner 
forced to vote against it.

TAN TO DIRECTLY CONNECT LAKES 
‘MICHIGAN AND ERIE. 
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tonand London Said to Be Interested 
in the Contemplated Undertaking—The 
Work to Be Backed by 850,000,000 
Names of Prominent Promoters. 


Curoaco, II., Feb. 17.—A stupendous canal 
project which, if successful, will entirely 
fevolutionize the traffic of the Great Lakes, 
ig said to be in contemplation by a number of 
capitalists in Chicago, New York, Boston 
and London. The proposed canal is designed 
toimmensely facilitate the passage of ves- 
sels from Chicago, Milwaukee and other 
Northwestern points to the East, and to ren- 
Ger entirely unnecessary the present long 
route through the straits of Mackinaw, Lake 
Huron, St. Clair River and Lake, and thence 

Gown the Detroit River to Lake Erle. 
Tue plan now said to be under serious con- 
templation isto construct a canal directly 
@cross the State of Michigan from the east- 
rn shore of Lake Michigan to either Detroit 
or Toledo, O. should either of these plans 
prove to be feasible it will result in one of 
the most gigantic enterprises of the century. 

A number of capitalists from Chicago, New 
York and Boston are said to stand ready to 
back the projeet tothe extent of $60,000,000, 
and it is also said that the English capitalists 

ho are interested in the Canadian Pacific 

nad have also shown a decided disposition 
to render material financial aid in perfecting 
this great work. 

At present those most intimately connected 
With the scheme are unwilling to divulge 
their plans or to allowthe use of their 
names, but it is*stated on reliable authority 
that preliminary surveys of severa) proposed 
Toutes for this contemplated canal have al- 
Feady been made and the feasibilty of the 
project has already been vouched for by 
eminent engineers. 

One of the plans under consideration 1s to 
tap Lake Michigan at a point near Michigan 
City or New Buffalo and to run the canal 
directly eastward to Toledo, 0. Another 


plan, which also has a number of influential 
supporters, is to strike Lake Michigan at 
Benton Harbor, and thence run in a north- 
easterly direction to Detroit. 

Kkither of these canals would be about 180 
miles long, and when it is considered that it 
would save about 700 miles of lake travel, 
which is at present necessary to reach East- 
ern points, its importance to the commercial 
and financial world cannot be overestimated. 

Among those to whom it is stated the plans 
for this gigantic scheme have been submitted 
and who are sald to have regarded them with 
great favorand promised substantial sup- 
port are Nathaniel Thayer, the well-known 
capitalist of Boston: John D. Rockefeller, 
New York; Gen. Thomas W. Palmer, De- 
troit; C. P. Huntington, Frank Sturgis, the 
New York Stock Exchange; A. Sturgis, of 
the Cordage Trust, anda number of others 
connected with various railway enterprises 
in the Kast. 

The names of the prominent Chicagoans 
who are favorably considering this project 
could not be learned,as matters had not pro- 
gressed s cfentiy to warrant their active 
connectio& with the enterprise.

TO TEST THE TAX. 


The Butchers’ Association Claimthe Li- 

dense of $50 a Year Is Illegal. | 
The Butchers’ Association will hold its sec- 
ond meeting at Lightstone’s Hall, Sunday 
afternoon. This is the organization of meat- 
choppers that separated its members from 
the old Butchers’ Union last Sunday. The 
object of this new associafion istofight the 
payment of the butchers’ license of a 


year on the ground that itis egal. They 
have employed Attorney Charles T. Noland, 
and he will bring atest casein a few days. 
A large number of meat shop owners were 
recently summoned into the Police Court by 
Collector Ziegenhein for falling to pay this 
license. Most of these defendants have se- 
cured continuances and will wait to see the 
result of the test case before making 
a settlement. Attorney Noland will claim 
that the demand forthe payment of the 
butchers’ annual license of $50 is not only un- 
constitutional, but unjust, inasmuch as it 
makes a butcher pay that $50 license money 
to continue in business until July 1, whether 
he commenced business the previous July or 
just a few months before. The butchers also 
claim that it is hardly fair to demand $50 
alike from all butchers, as those who only do 
$50 worth of business a week are not as well 
able to pay it as tue larger firms whose busi- 
ness runs as Digh is $500 a day. The butchers 
are willing to pay $2.50 merchants’ tax to the 
city and 32. 50 to the State, but think $50 a 
yeartoo much. At to-morrow afternoon’s 
meeting the Butchers’ Associatiun will also 
agitate the question of compelling whole- 
te to stop selling meat to retail cus- 
omers.

Editor American Citizen: 

Srr—I have been much interested in two or 
three of your editorials that have been sent 
to me, notably that wherein you oppose the 
division of the school fund. It gives me 
pleasure to write a word in hearty commen- 
dation of the spirit of true Americanism. 
True Americanism is as absolutely alien to 
knownotbingism on the one hand as it is to 
every form of foreignism on the other. 

Every foreigner who comes to this country 
is in honor bound to become an American 
citizen, pure and simple, without any quali- 
fication. He has no business to bring into 
our American political life the questions of 
European politics, and espetialiy the relig- 
jous and race rivalries of Europe. He is 
bound not to act as an Irishman or German, 
Englishman or Scandinavian, but purely as 
an American. It is an outrage that any one 
of our political conventions should insert 
into their party platform planks to catch 
any division of the foreign vote, because it is 
an outrage thut there should be any division 
of our voters who cast their votes as for- 
eigners. 

We have nothing to do in our political 
platforms with the rivalry between Germany 
and France, with the question of home rule 
for Ireland, or ot union for the British Em- 
pire. All we are concerned with are the 
questions of Ameriean politics, and we have 
the right to demand that every American 
voter should vote purely with , reference to 
those questions. 

But if the foreign-born citizen who comes 
over here, honestly and tn good faith, fulfilis 
the duties of American citizenship and acts 
as an American pure and simple, it is most 
emphatically an outrage to discriminate 
against him in any way because of his bDirth- 
place or his creed, 

I have hadthe honor of knowing a num- 
ber of gentlemen Who have been to Comgress 
from the Northwest during the past few 
years, and among the very stoutest Ameri- 
cans ot them all 1 could name certain Con- 

who happened to be born in Ger- 
ag in Sweden or in Norway. In the same 
way, during my term ofrervice in the New 
York Legislature, when lcame to select the 
most important committce with which I ever 
had to work and when I had to choose my 


four colleagues purely from considerations 
affecting the public service I found that no 
less than three of them were Irish by birth or 
descent. 

Among the men wit whom I was associa- 
ted in the New York Legislature, if I were 
asked to name those whom 1 — most 
rene American as well as absolutaly 
honest and patrioticin their devotion tothe 
well-being of the commonwealth, I shppld 
put very high among their number, many of 
my colleagues of German and Irish birth or 
parentage. One of them, by the way, whom 
I should put especially high would be a 
gentleman now residing in St. Paul, Hon. M.

Her luxuriant raven ,curls, which she ‘naa 
fondly cheerished with girlish pride. had 
been rudely shorn from her shapely head 
andlayin a heap ona table about which 
her sisters and © family friends sat 
while she told her most extraordinary ad- 
venture. It was just about five minutes 
to8 last night,’’ she began, When the thing 
happened. There are five rooms on the first 
floor of our house, and I was in the 
sitting-room, which is the middle, and 
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Mazie Conway. 
talking and laughing with Sadie Reed, Della 
O*Rourke, May Usher and my two sisters, 
Florence and Agnes. My papa and mamma 
and my sisters, Clara aad Annie, were at 
church, and my brothers were also 
out. So we girls were all 
in the house alone. 1 am 
only 14, Sadie 1s 16. May is 15, Della is 12 and 
my sister Agnes is 13 and Florence only 6, 80 
you see we weren’t much able to fight. About 
7:55 o’clock I thought I would go into the 
back parlor and see how my papa’s fire was, 
as I wanted to be sure to have it blazing 
brightly when he came in out of the cold. I 
crossed the hall and was just about to go 
intotbe back parlor when aman jumped 
out. He was a dig, tall man, fully 6 
feet, with a dowdy, big blue woolly 
overcoat, a slouch hat, a lady’s 
white false face, a black mustache, 
and a handk rehief arouna his neck. He had 
a Enife in one hand and a sandbagin the 
other. When I saw him I was too frightened 
to scream. I just let him grab me by the 
hair on the front part of the head and saw 
him cut it off with the big knife he had. 
Then he swung the sandbag around, 
hit me in the stomach, knocked 


the wind out of me and left me senseless on 
the foor. When Icame to he was gone anda 
crowd of girls and boys were around me. All 
my curls in the back were gone. I suppose 
he cut them off after he knocked me down. 

Magie’s story was corroborated by 
all present, who, however, presented a 
humber of additional facts. Mrs. Conway 
said: ‘‘Ican’t imagine what possessed the 
man. He didn’t touch the parlor because 
the door was locked. But he got into the 
back parlor, and sucha mess as he did make! 
Why, he took everything ‘in sight and 
threw it on the floor, turned everything 
upside down. Then after cutting Mazie’s 
hair he passed back into the dining room, 
opened the sideboard, scattered the dishes 
on the floor and took the tamily album and 
alinost tore it to pieces. The 
Villain must have been lookin for 
money, and disappointed at not finding 
it must have taken revenge by trying to make 
as Dig a muss as he could.“ 

The little girls say that when they saw the 
man they ran up to thecorner, got some boys 
and came back, but when they came back 
the masked marauder had fled.

The Keeping of the Péace in Samoa Now 
Divided Between the United States, 
Great Britain and Germany— The Three 
Party Arrengement Has Never Been 
Particularly Satisfactory. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 17.—The intima- 
tion brought by the last Australian steamer 
that a movement wason footto change the 
tripartite agreement relative to Samoa, 
which was probably the only means of pre- 
venting actual hostilities between the United 
States and Germany a few years ago, is news 
to the officials in Washington. The proposi- 
tion mentioned contemplated the delegation 
to one of the three treaty powers—the United 
States, Great Britain and Germany—of the 
responsibility now divided between them of 
the peaceful government of the Samoan 
group of islands. There can be no doubt 
that the tripartite arrangement has never 
given particular satisfaction toany of the 
parties affected, and probably least ofall to 
the unfortunate natives who are said to be 
governed to death. 

The arrangement was also anomalous and 
without precedent so far as the United States 
was concerned; for, although in Egypt the 
United states participated in an interna- 
tional judicial scheme and in Japan forced a 
commercial arrangement in which other na- 
tions shared, still this country has never be- 
fore undertaken to participate directly in 
conjunction with other nations ia the actual 
government of another country. 

During the progress of the long drawn out 
Hawalian debate in Congress recently sev- 
eral bitter references were made to this en- 
tangling alliance and President Cleveland 
himself, in one of his messages to Congress, 
used the case as an illustration of the evil 
results likely to follow interference in Ha- 


walian affairs. 

But the Berlin Samoan treaty was the 
medns of tiding over a very dangerous crisis 
in American diplomacy, and it is the gen- 
eral impression that the time has not yet ar- 
rived when any change may be attempted 
without reviving unpleasant feelings and 
jeopardizing oar interests in the Pacific,

BLAZE AT PINE RIDGE AGENOY. 


Acting Agent Finney Comments on the 
Poor Fire Fighting Facilities. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 17.— Capt. 0. J. 
Finney, Acting Indian Agent at the Pine 
Ridge Agency in South Dakota, has sent the 
Commissioner of Indian Affairs an official re- 
port of the destruction dy fire of the Indian 
Boarding School at the agency on the 8th 
inst. The whole building, he says, was de- 
stroyed in fifty minutes, the fire starting in 


the girls’ dormitory. 

Capt. Finney comments on the dangerous 
condition of the building, and says: No 
better evidence than the rapidity of the 
destruction could be offered of the insecurity 
of the building against fire, and the 
danger has constantly menaced the inmates 
since its original construction. There was 
no water at hand. Nothing could de done 
but to stand and see it durn. Had there been 
a gale from the west it would have cleaned 
out che agency. Many employes lost all their 
personal effects. All suffered more or less in 
this way.’’ 

It is recommended that the employes of the 
school be kept in service on pay till the end 
of the month, or thata thirty days’ leave of 
absence ou full pay be granted to them, and 
that some of them be transferred to other 
schools if possible. 


MEW PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 


The Present Congress Very Bactward in 
Authorizing Their Construction. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 17.—Congressmen 
in whose districts buildings for post-offices 
or custom-houses are wanted do not look 
hopefully to this Congress for the fulfillment 
of their desires. The Fifty-third Congress 
has a remarkable record on the matter of 
publie buildings, for up to date no bill fora 


new building has passed the House and but 
one has been reported from the Committee 
on Public Bulidings and Grounds. The Treas- 
ury is, of course, mainly responsible for this 
record. 

There has deen no lack of dills for public 
buildings, however, even in the face of the 
general understanding that few would de 
authorized. At the beginning of the special 
session they came in thickly, but have stead- 
ily fallen off since then. 

While the Committee on Public Bulldings 
has held numerous meetings it has not ‘yet 
decided to make a favorable report on any 
renee bill, but has authorized the pur- 
chase of land and the erection of a govern- 
ment printing office in Washington at a cost 
of $1,500,000. In this instance the committee 
did not lean toward undue economy, for 
Chairman Bankhead contended that economy 
in the long ran would best be gained by the 
erecting of a building which would hold the 
entire government force of printers and need 
no additions or extensive repairs for many 
years. Mr. Bankhead has determined to 
make the printing office Dill the main work 
of his committee and to push it through if 
possible. 

The bills for thé various cities do not stand 
a great chance of success, however. There 
are 123 of them from every state and they 
are very equally distributed regarding sec- 
tions. Itis, however, well rs gy that 
no appropriations will be made by this Con- 
gress for beginning new public works except 
in cases of absolute necessity and that as a 
rule provision will only be made for carrying 
on work already begun. Complaints of de- 
lays in the prosecution of work on public 
buildings has been met at the office of the 
supervising architect of the ‘Treasury by 
the explanation that the appropriation for 
plans was inadequate. Thesundry civil bill 
recently reported does not recommend the 
increase in this itemof plans, which was 
asked for, so that the same hindrance to 
building will grobably continue throughout 
the next fiscal year,

Julius Lehman’s Appeal Does Not Act 
as One. 


Judge Klein to-day dismissed the bill of 
Julius Lehman to restrain Thomas E. White- 
hill and the members of the House of Dele- 
gates from ousting him fröm his seat in the 
lower branch ofthe popularassembly. The 
rulingof Judge Klein disposes of the plea 
made by Lehman’s attorneys that an appeal 
acted as a supersedias, whereby the House 
should be prevented from seating Whitehill 
until the Supreme Court passed upon the 
original issues of the contest instituted by 
Whitehill against Lehman. Judge 
Dillon decided the case in favor 
of Whitehill, the contestant, and he 


was given the seat by the House. Lehman 
wanted to hold the place until the appeal 
was acted upon, and he sought the ald of the 
Circuit Court, but Judge Klein to-day de- 
cided that ne must stay out. The seat in 
question is for the Eighteenth Ward. 


THE OPINION, 

Judge Klein handed down a lengthy opinion 
setting forth the grounds on which he dis- 
missed the bill, He reviewed the history of 
the case and analyzed the claims of the 
piaintiff, Lehman. ‘‘As intimated at the 
hearing,’’ said the opinion, ‘‘and at 


revious stages of this case, the real and de- 

atable — here is whether the appeal 
ofthe plaintiff? and the giving of the bond 
required by the statute in the contested 
election caso operates as a supersedeas 
and has the effect of permit. 
ting the plaintiff, Lehman, against whom 
the contest has been decided, to continue in 
possession of the office pending the appeal, 
or whether the defendant, hitehill, the 
contestant who has been successful in that 
contest in the Circuit Court,is entitled to pos- 
session pending the appeal. The statutory 
provisions are in a doubtful and unsatisfac- 
tory state, owing to the fact that the General 


Assembly has extended s omeof the provi- 


sions relating to contested election cases con- 
cerning State officers to municipal officers 
without extending others, and has made 
provisions for appeals in such cases without 
clearly pointing out the effect of 
such appeals. The effect of the 
appeal in ordinary civil actions, according 
to the overwhelming weight of authority is 
to leave the judgment appealed from in full 
force and effect without any interruption or 
interference by reason of the appeal. 


EFFECT OF AN ARAL. ° 
The Judge after discussing the law relative 
to appeals and contested. election cases, 


says: Considering the nature of the sub- 
ject of the action in a contested election 
case, one thing is immediately apparent, 
namely, that the subject of the action itself 
after the term of office has began 
is constantly diminishing, and it cannot un- 
der any circumstances be held intact. The 
term of office, and its incidents, its rights, 
privileges, honor and duties are con- 
stantly assing away, while the con- 
test an the appeal taken from the 
judgment in the case, are proceeding to final 
determination, Only the right to the salary 
remains undiminished and that right cannot 
be enforced in the contest, but must be made 
the subject matter of another suit 
between the arties, when the 
right to the office finally determined ad- 
versely to the recipient.of the salary in the 
meantime. Until the General Assembly shall 
otherwise direct this seems to be the 
logical effect to be given 
to the law in its present 
state, namely that the provisions of sec. 
2249, which entitlesa party toastay of ex- 
ecution on an appeal have no application in 
a contested election case, and that an appeal 
insuch case does not — ey as @ super- 
sedeas, even thougha bond be given con- 
taining all the conditions of the bonds men- 
tioned in both secs. 2249 and 744.
